This is the first Office Action for serial number 10/840,245, Support For Computer 
Peripheral Device, filed on May 7, 2004. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent Application No. US 2004/01 18985 to Omps. 

Omps '985 discloses a support structure comprising a support (14), a first 
coupling portion (16) on the support, the first coupling including a first magnetic pole 
structure (38), a second coupling portion (24), the second coupling portion including a 
second magnetic pole structure (48), whereby the first and second magnetic pole 
structures are magnetically attracted to each other and coupled together such that the 
device can be held by the magnetic attraction in a selected angular position, and 
pivoted about the support to located at another selected angular position; wherein at 
least one of the first and the second magnetic pole structures is a permanent magnet 
(38); wherein at least one of the first and the second magnetic pole structures is an 
electromagnet (38); wherein one of the first and the second magnetic pole structures is 
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made of a magnetizable material (48, [0036], line 15); wherein the first coupling portion 
is a recess (fig. 3), and the second coupling portion is a protrusion (bottom of 48) which 
is shaped correspondingly to the recess.
